Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 31.—/Auto- 
mobile dealers in the Fox River 
Valley have been warned of a new 
swindling game which has been 
practiced with success on several 
of the dealers in that section of 
the siate. 

The deal is worked in a neat mane 
ner, a tourist coming into the gar- 
age and asking whether he can store 
his car for several days while he 
goes on a fishing trip. Before leav- 
ing, he becomes interested in sev- 

eral new models on display and in- 
timates that if a good allowance 
were made on his car he might buy 
a new one when he returned. 

The dealer in one case made an 
allowance of $500 on the old car, 
but the tourist held out for $1,000 
and said that if he could sell his 
car for a $1,000 while he was gone 
to do so and he would buy a new 
car. While he was gone a party 
came to the garage and said he was 
looking for a used car and agreed 
to take the one left by the tourist 
for $1,000, making a down payment 
of $100 to bind the bargain. 

When the first man came back, 
he paid the difference toward a new 
car as originally agreed upon and 
drove away, but the man who orig-

Washington, Aug. 31.—The Argen- 
tine Ministry of Finance has issued 
a ruling, in accordance with a re- 
| cent decision of the courts, whereby 
; automobile springs will be classified

bile springs from 1.76 pesos per kilo 
to .40 peso per kilo upon which a 
duty of 33 per cent., including the 
customs s@rtax, is collected. 

The ruling also reclassifies ball 
bearings on a fixed valuation of .48
